COURT NOTES 


The mandamus proceedings against- 


the County Commissioners, 
growing 


out of the mix-up over the. coats in 
the case of Com. vs Mike Chase, one 
ol1 the last Chases to come to Clear- 
field County from Lithuania, came be- 
fore Judge Bell for final disposition 
this morning and on motion of Attor- 
ney J. A. Gleason, who with L. D. Me 
Call, Esq. brought the action, the pro- 
ceedings were dimissed upon payment 
of the costs in the case. 


In this case, Chase who was prose- 


cuted by a fellow countryman for vio- 
lation of the liquor law was acquitted 
i?y the jury but was directed to pay 
two-thirds of the costs, while the pro- 
secutor was assessed the remainder of 
the costs. 


The jury returned their verdict be- 


tween five and six o'clock in the even- 
ing, with the result that when the 
bill of costs was made up and the wit- 
nesses presented themselves at 
the 


Commissioners office to get their mo- 
ney, the "nothin' doin'" sign was pos- 
ted by those hard working public ser- 
vants. This was not done because the 
County Commissioners refused or did- 
n't want to pay out the money paid 
in, but simply because they were 
powerless to do otherwise.

It will be cheap bread and cheap shoes, or dear bread and 
clear shoes, when the readjustment is over 
The logical thing 


and the best thing will be to have both bread and sheet, iecus- 
qnably priced and produced under conditions that will give 
farmer and business man a living wage afnd a fair profit 
To 


paraphrase the revolutionary hero's epigram, we must all pros- 
per together or suffer poverty separately, for agriculture and 
industry have only a single interest —Farm Life.

Chester Hill Borough 
Authorities F a i l To 
Prove Motor Law Break 


The Borougk of Chester Hill, or 


Burgess John Henry as 
prosecutor 


was soaked fo rthe costs in Criminal 
Court yesterday afternoon when the 
cases against Lawshe Dorr and Doc- 
tor McKim, prominent business men 
of Osceola were in course of trial. On 
the riight of April 27, 1921, when the 
two gentlemen in question were driv- 
ing through Chester Hill in their au- 
tomobiles, they were turned -in: by 
Burgess Henry's police officers for vio- 
lation of the motor law, the allegation 
being that the machines were ieihg 
driven at the rate of 28 miles per 
hour. Notices of the alleged violations 
was sent to the parties, wfio denied 
the allegation and at the request cf 
of the Osceola Motor Club proceeded 
to defy the allegator to collect the 
fine sought to be imposed. 


The complaint was turned over to 


Justice Finnegan and in due course of 
time a fine was imposed and an ap- 
peal taken from the Justice's finding 
The case came to trial before Judge 
Bell yesterday afternoon and District 
'Attorney Arnold was forced to throw 
typ his h'ands before the case had real- 
ly got underway, as his second wit- 
ness, one of the officers, who had assis 
ted in turning in the alleged violation 
testified that he was standing one huir 
jdired and fifty yards from where he 
should have been, to meet the law's 
requirements, which declares that the 
officers or points" used in checking mo 
tirists for speed violations shall be at 
either end of the measured quarter 
mile stretes. 


The case was nolle prossod and the 


jury directed to bring in a verdict 
placing the costs upon the prosecutor.
